AN AGED RECLUSE 
BURNED TO DEATH. 


Rev. T. W. B. Dawson Perished 


in the 


Flames That Consumed His Lonely Hut 


Near Troy, Ill., 


Friday Night. 


Had Been a Baptist Clergyman and 
School Teacher in Madison 
County for Half a 
Century. 


Cc. E. Ritcher, Secretary of the Wyler 
Brokerage Co., arrived in St. Louis at noon 
to-day with news that Rev. T. W. B. Daw- 
gon, an aged recluse, widely known in Cen- 
tral Illinois, was burned to death in his 
cottage near Troy, Iil,, Friday night. 

All that remained of the queer little her- 
mit was found in the ruins of his house 
Saturday morning and taken to the home 
of his son, T. W. B. Dawson, Jr., at Clay 
and Market streets, Troy. 

Rey. Dawson was once pastor of the Bap- 
fist Church of Troy, and was for many 
years a teacher in public schools in and 
@round that town. 

For nearly 20 years he had lived the life of 
@ hermit tn his cottage just outside the 
eastern Iimits of thé ‘own on the Troy and 
St. Jacobs. road 

He was active in mind and body, despite 
his 89 years, and for half a century occupied 
the same seat ‘in the little Baptist church at 
Troy every Sunday. | 

Friday night, shortly before 9 o’clock, resi- 
dents of Troy saw a light in the sky east 
of town. 

E. S. Donohoe started to the fire from his 
home on Center street. After walking half a 
mile, without apparently approaching any 
nearer to the fire, Mr. Donohoe concluded it 
was farther away than he had thought and 
returned home. 

Saturday morning a party from Troy went 
in the direction where they had observed 
the light. 

The cottage was a heap of smoldering 
embers. The body of Rev. Dawson was 
found under a pile of debris at the west 
end of the ruins. It was burned almost be- 
yord recognition. 

The house tn which the reverend hermit 
met his terrible death was a story and a 
half frame with a gable roof. It had once 
been white, biit time had changed its hue 
to a dull gray. It had been the old man's 
home for years before he became a recluse. 
He lived there with his wife until her 
Geath, ® years ago. 

He was a man of sfrong Intellect and a 
great student in his younger davs. In re- 
cent years his peculiar'ties caused com- 
ment and made him ee talked about for 
miles around. 

He arrived at Troy in 1848, a newly or-

dained Baptist minister, and took charge of 
the little church, which was then the only 
house of worship in the town, Two years 
later he resigned and became the teacher 
of the village school. Many of the old resi- 
dents of Central Illinois were grounded in 
the three Rs by ‘“‘Father’’ Dawson, as he 
was affectionately called. When a public 
school system was inaugurated in Troy he 
took charge of the first school established 
and was a teacher at various times through- 
out Madison County. 

Thirty years ago he bought a 40-acre farm 
and built the house in which he was burned 
to death Friday night. 

After the death of his wife, in 1878, he 
was a changed man. He became self-cen- 
tered, avoiding others except when he went 
to church on Sundays. He had always been 
a great student. After the change came 
he was more devoted to his books than 
ever and spent much of his income from 
his. farm for literature, He accumulated a 
splendid library, which was destroyed with 
his life and his house. 

Ten years ago the old man, who had 
been a staunch Baptist all his life, startied 
the good citizens of Troy by announcing a 
change of faith. He had pneen reading the 
literature of the Second Day Advent 
One Sundhy, in the Httle Baptist Church, 
he announced that he believed with the 
Adventists that Saturday should be ob- 
served as the Sabbath. He would so ob- 
serve it, though he proposed to live and 
die a Baptist. 

After that the little old man passed his 
Saturdays in seclusion and prayer. He con- 
tinued to attend the Baptist Church on 
Sunday. 

In 1890 he leaped

caused a profound sensation. It was sent 
broadcast and was widely discussed at the 
time, especially by Second Day Adventists. 

As far as the aged hermit was concerned 
his prophecy was fulfilled, Within the ap- 
pointed time his little world, his home, his 
books, his life were destroyed by fire. When 
face to face’ with death the awful danger 
that threatened him may have had no ter- 
rors for the queer old man, It was for him 
the coming of the millennium. 

In recent years the old man, on the few 
occasions when he talked to anyone, told 
queer ‘ales of visions which appeared to him 
in his cottage. On other points his mind was 
normal, but he became highly indignant 
when his stories about the visions were ques- 
tioned. 

Rev. Dawson “would have been 89 years old 
next month, He was a weazened little man, 
5 feet in height. His hair was white and he 
kept his face smooth shaven. 

T. W. B. Dawson, Jr., Is his only Hving 
relative. He had a comfortable income from 
his farm, but it is not believed he 
hvuarded any considerable amount of money.

It igs charged by members of the com- 
mittee that Boyce fled from this city Mon- 
day,, Jan. 10, and that he cannot now be 
located although the committee has ex- 
hausted it resources in trying to secure 
his attendance as a witness.

The Great Southern Hotel at Columbus

Bailey and Gorman Aided Him and 
the Texan May Have Some Ex- 
plaining to Do at Home.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Richard Croker, 
aided by his able Heutenant, Senator Gor- 
man, has secured the election of Senator 
White of California as Chairman of the 
Democratic Corgress‘onal Campaign Com- 
mittee, 

Senator White is not an ardent silver 
man. Prior to the Chicago convention he 
was opposed to free coinage and now be- 
lieves that other issues are more important. 

Mr. Croker was aided in his successful 
scheme to select the head of the committee 
which will manage for the Democrats the 


coming Congressional campaign by Repre- 
sentative Bailey of Texas, leader of the 
Democrats in the House. Mr. Bailey wants 
to be Speaker, in the event tnat the next 
House is Democratic. 

Senator Gorman engineered the move for 
Mr. White at this end, but was balked for 
some time by the refusal of the California 
Senator to run. 

A personal frend of Mr. Croker came 
and had a consultation with Mr. Batley. 
After this Mr. White announced that he 
would accept the place. 

Representative Bailey’s record is not that 
of an enthusiastic free slver man. He re- 
pudiated the Chicago platform and refused 
to support the ticket until his constituents 
compelled him to do so. 

e has now indicated a return to his 
former position by joining Mr. Croker's 
Democratic club. He presumably indorses 
the announcement that the organization 
will assist in maintaining a sound moncy 
Standard. 

Senator Gorman also saved Mr. Croker’s 
enndidate for secretary of the comniitee 
by shrewd political] strategy. 

Lawrence Gardner is highly regardel by 
both Richard Croker and William Cc. Whit- 
ney. He has heen a lifelong advocate of 
the gold standard. It became evident that 
his election as secretary could not be ac- 
complished. 

Through Gorman’s efforts it was decided 
that the appointment of a Secretary and 
other offic‘als of the committee shouwld be 
left to Chairman White. This action saved 
Gardner. 

Senator White wll wait unti) 
against Gardner has somewhat subsided, 
and then name him as Secretary. 

While Mr. Bailey, through his alliance 
with Croker, expects to gain the support 
of the Northern Sound Money Democrats 
in his candidacy for the Speakership, he 
will hazard his own seat. and iny the 
antagonism of free silver members.

Made of Practical Use?

SUBTLE WASTED. 


IF AN EDISON WILL sHOW HOW 
TO HARNESS IT, ALL 
WILL BE EASY. 
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BELL TELEPHONE EXPERIMENT 


They Prove the Power Is Ever Present 
Under the City, but the Cur- 
rent Varies So That It 
Is Uncertain. 


The discovery of Managers George F. 
Durant of the Bell Telephone Co. that 
underground electrical currents escaping 
from the street railways are sufficiently 
strong to cripple the new metallic circuit 
System has set the electrical engineers to 
thinking. 

It was known that a certain amount of 
the current from the powerhouses of the 
street car lines was escaping all the time. 
Its effect has been noticed, but the possi- 
bility of its utilization for practical pur- 
poses was not thought of until the Post- 
Dispatch announced Mr. Durant’s dis- 
covery. 

Electrical engineers, however skeptical, 
acknowledge that the diversion of this stray 
current to practical users would be no more 
wonderful than many achievements already 
accomplished by euch men as Edison and 


Tesla. 

They are all agreed on one point, that the 
great obstacle to be surmounted is the 
variability of the current. The problem 
of getting a constant effect from a variable 
dynamo current long since ceased to be a 
vexing problem. It is accomplished every 
day by street railway and lighting com- 
panies. Special machinery has been in- 
vented to make it possibie. Not so many 
years ago its accomplishment was looked 
upon as something to be desired but not 
to be hoped for. 

If what has been done with dynamo cur- 
rents can be done with these earth cur- 
rents, which tied up a big telephone svys- 
tem, the result will be the opening so the 
tend fy of a new source Of light, power and 
eat. 

The dream of Edison’s life has been to 
produce electricity direct from coal with- 
out the intervention of an engine or dyna- 
mo. Mr. Durant’s discovery may suggest 
to some electrician a method of producing 
it from the earth in the same way. 

In the case of coal it is suspected that 
the black substances contains within it 
electrical potentiality. With regard to 
the earth’s store of electricity there is 
ground for more than a suspicion. It is 
Known that there is a great store of natu- 
ral electricity in the earth. 

The experience of the Bell Telephone ex- 
perts proves that in addition to this natural 
supply there is a vast amount of wasted 
energy underground waiting only to be 
brought to the surface. 


It is a fitful, variable force. When men 


] have not the ingenuity to utilize it it comes 


to the surface of its own atcord under fa- 
vorable conditions and causes trouble. If 

has sufficient power to cause trouble and 
cripple the trunk lines of a telephone sy6- 
tem might it not, if properly directed, have 
an «qual power for good? 

This is the problem electrical engineers 
are coneidering. 

They think the control of the variable cur- 
rent the only obstacle to be surmounted. 
The opinions of the most skeptical come in 
the end to that conclusion. 

If a Western Edison or Tesla undertakes 
to startle the world with a solution here Is 
the problem he will have to face: 

The Bell Telephone Co. operates the sig- 
nals at both ends of its trunk lines from 
batteries stored at Tenth and Ol‘ve streets, 
They find that escaped currents from car 
lines, from two ito four blocks away, is 
neutraliz'ng their battery current and ren- 
dering the signals at both ends of the Il ne 
inoperative. This current enters on a ground 
wire at the west end of the trunk, lines. 
It cr'pples the signal at the west end, travels 
along the trunk line to the other end and 
cripples the signal there. This shows that 
it is equal In power to the expensive sys- 
tem of batteries used by the company. Not 
only that, In additton to neutralizing the 
company’s battery current it illuminates a 
ten-volt lamp, showing that it Is ten volts 
stronger than the battery current. The 
point that immediately suggests Itself is 
this: Why could not the Bell Telephone 
Co, dispense with its batteries and use th's 
strong current to operate its signals? 

Mr. Durant says there {s but one reason, 
the fact that the current is not constant and 
cannot always be depended upon as_can the 
current of a battery. Right here he says is 
the meat ofthe problem. He takes to himself 
none of the eredit for discovering the ex'st- 
ence and easy accessibility of the current. { 
What is wanted is a means of controlling 
and keeping it constant. 

Electricians agree that the storage battery 
as at present constituted will not fill the 
bill. 

A device ‘s wanted which will take up the 
excess of the current when. it is at fits figh- 
est potentiality, and supply the deficiency 
when it is at its lowest, thus keeping the 
current at its average strength, If, for in- | 
stance, the current at its highest pressure | 
is 40 voits, and at {ts lowest 2), it should. to

Ernest Ruebel, president of the St. Louis 
Electrical Supply Co., has devoted his life 
to electrical experiments with a view 
their practical application, He said¢o a Post- 
Dispatah reporter: 

“That the sireet railways lose an immense 
amount of their current is an undowbdted 
fact. The effect of this lost current has 
been noticeable tn various ways. but not «o 
strikingly as in the case of the Bell Tele- 
phone Co.. The escape is always greatest at 
any given potnt when a car passes that 
point, but there is alwaya more or less 
of a flow. In New York current etealing is 
a business. Underground factor.es have been 
operated there solely with the power taken 
from the street car lines. But this power 
was not obtained as the Beil Telephone | 
Co. unwittingly obtained theirs. In each in- 
stance a wire conneotion was made be: ween 
the rails of the car lines and the factory : 
This meant a considerable expenditure of | 
money and the operation of a plant by elec- | 
tricity obtalned in that way assumed only a 
saving of a portion of the expense which 
would have been tncurred had the current 
been supplied from a powerhouse, 

59 this waste current could be obtained 
by simply grounding a wire, it would cost 
practically nothing. 

‘The great difficulty In the way of I's use 
in this manner seems to be the variability 
of the escaping current, Its pressure is 
changing constantly. 

“A storage battery will not suffice to reg- 
wlate if, at least not the storage battery as 
we know It.

there. If at any point it encounters a 
better conductor than that provided for 
its return it will wander away through for 
earth or along a water pipe, Dut sooner or 
later it gets back to the power house, At 
any point where the conductor which di- 
verted ceases to be better than the com- 
pany’s, the current will go back to the 
rail or to a better conductor. The varia-f 
bility of these popularly called stray cur- 
rents has always been the greatest draw- 
back to thelr use 

“Tt ig estimated that an average of 10 per 
cent of the current of the street railway 
companies is diverted. Experts say that 
this represents an amount of current which 
it would require $15,000 worth of .fuel to 
produce. Yet the street railways hesitate 
to stop the leakage because the cost of 
doing so and of ma‘mtenance would, ac- 
cording to estimates, be greater than the 
interest on the amount now expended for 
additional fuel. The diverting and use of a 
street car company’s current does not 
necessarily mean a loss to the company, 
the current at last returns‘to the power- 
house its diversion is an advantage to the 
company, as it means a lessening of the 
resistance along the line.”’ 

Robert Quain, inspector of the fire alarm 
system, said that on a number of occasions 
when boxes were being tested and a ground 
connection Was made an alarm was sound- 
ed before any battery current was applied. 

“We had not thought of attr'buting thi’ 
to a current from the ground,” said Mr. 
Quain. “We thought {t due to induction 
from overhead wires. In the light of Mr. 
Durant’s discovery, I am inclined to think 
the effect on our boxes was due to the same 
cause as the tying up of the new telephone 
signal system.”

The few exceptiona to th's rule 
admit that some saving might be made, but 
say it will cripple the ex_eting service to 
cut down the force of employes. 

In the meantime personal remonstrances 
against any reduction in the force that wil 
impair the carrier del'very are being made 
to the officials here. Among those. who 
called at the denvartment for th'se Erdos 
yesterday were Senators Hoar and Aldrich, 
Postmasters Thomas of Boston and Wate 
field of Baltimore, and the Postmaster at 
Woonsocket, R, I.

The 
leaders of public opinion in Japan are devoting 
their attention to the present attitude of capital 
and labor. Bills are to be introduced limiting the 
hours of labor for factory hands under lb years 
of age, and requiring sanitary inspection of the 
mills and living apartments furnished to mill oper- 
atives, as the health of mill operators is found to 
be suffering.—American Trade.

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—A personal repre- 
sentative of James R. Keene has been in the 
Klondike stnce early last fall. Mr. Keene 
has received two letters from him, detailing 
the scarcity of provisions and tNe general 
discomforts. Life during the winter there, 
acording to the letters is decidedly uncom- 
fortable. The houses are poor and the cold 
intense. Nevertheless the health of the 
community is good. Mining continues as ef- 
fectually as is possible under the weather 
conditions. Averaging up the district and 
winter returns, the yield seems to be about 
$35 a cubic yard which is probably the rich- 
est placer mining ever heard of. Mr. Keene’s 
representative saw one bucket of earth 
weighing something over 100 pounds, which 
yielded $575 in gold. Claims are in great de- 
mand and on the Eldorado and surrounding 
groups some have been sold at an average 
price of about $100,000 cash. Further away 
from Klondike claims may ‘have been sell- 
ing at $10,000 and upward.

' Jn connection with the meeting of the 
Btate Democratic Committee Monday tho 
politicians have precipitated a number of 
| Questions bearing upon the State Conven- 
, tion and the coming campaign. 

Perhaps the foremost of these {Is whether 
‘the State administration, more especially 
the Governor, should have the usual in- 

\dorsement of the Democracy. This is the 
‘first time an issue of this kind has ever 
been made, but the contest is on and from 
now until the convention meets the fight is 
‘likely to be bitter and somewhat personal, 

It begins with a canvass for the chair- 
‘manship of the State Committee. Col. John 
1 O'Day is being pressed for the position and 
(he has said that while he does not desires 
the office hé would accept its responsibilities 
4f it should be tendered him with a degree 
‘of unanimity. Col. O'Day is supposed to 
represent the Governor's friends. He was 
an active supporter of Stephens and the 
man who secured from Greene County a 
Stephens delegation over James R. Wad- 
dill of Springfield, putting the iatter out of 
j}the race. In order to place Col, O’Day in 
/the public eye once more the Governor has 
‘appointed him a Commissioner to the Oma- 
ha Exposition, 

Sam B. Cook, the present Chairman, is 
‘'feading the forces against Stephens. He 
does not indicate who will be the opposition 
candidate, saying only that ‘he will be a 
&traight-out free silver Democrat.’’ But it 
.4s believed the man selected is Ben Eli 
Guthrie of Macon, 

Meanwhile, Wiley O. Cox of Kansas City 
‘has ambitions. He owns the Kansas City 
‘Times and he thinks it about time that his 
section should have the Chairmanship. If 
he should develop any particular strength 
‘he will be actively supported by Maj. Har- 
vey W. Salmon of Clinton. This fact will 
/ complicate the situation somewhat, as Maj. 
Salmon is a power and is being counted on 
to help the friends of Ben Eli Guthrie, 

Now comes the Pleasant Hill Gazette, a 
Memocratic paper of high standing, with a 
double-column article, serving notice on the 
‘Democracy of the State that Gov. Stephens 
must not be indorsed by the next State 
convention. Its reasons are stated suc- 
cinetly in a review of the Governor's first 
‘wear in office, and it places as the crown- 
ing act of objection the appointment of 
Hugh Brady as an Election Commissioner 
of St. Louis. This is the first bold and 
oe ry. stand of opposition from the interior 
of the State, and it has created’ widespread 
comment, It calls upon the pdfty to unload 
before it enters upon the next campaign or 
‘dt will be desperately handicapped. ‘This 
@ives the situation a serious aspect at an 
@ariy stage. 

A large delegation will arrive in the city 
, to-night from Springfield and begin at once 
‘a canvas for the location of the State Con- 
vention, It will be headed by Tom Love, sec- 
retary of the State Committee, Col. John 
O'Day of Springfield and Speaker John W. 
Farris of Lebanon. Mr. Love says he has a 
written promise of a majority of the com- 
mittee to vote for his city, and this has 
Tri@htened off several cities who had in- 
‘tended to contest for the horor. 

Sedalia had selected a committee to come 
down and make a speech for that town, but 
it was understood to-day it had decided not 
t0 make application. 

Jefferson City, being the capital of the 
Siate, will ask for «he convention, on the 
customary grounds, and will make a point 
Of the inaccessib'lity of Springfield to three- 
fourths of the delegates, 

It is not probable that St. Louis or Kansas 
City will ask for the conventiog, although 
Chairman Cook is anxious to t#y the seat- 
ing capacity and acoustics of the great Coll. 
e¢um. Mr, Cook may finaily vote for Spring- 
‘field, but he will do so under a smiling pro- 
test, having been inveigled into it from 
friendship with Mr. Love.

Then again, the Father Tuohy controversy 
has had its influence on the clergy and the 
opinions so freely bandied last fall, when 
the Metropolitan was in Europe, are being 
recalled that the Bishop may know the men 
whose elevation would not be conducive to 
church harmony.

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Problem of a City. 


Extracts from sermon by Dr. M. Burn- 
ham of Pilgrim Congregational Church; 
oe “And there was great joy in the 
city’’: 

The work of our City Missionary Society 
is one of the ways of laboring to solve 
the problem which is so urgently facing us 
to-day in the preaching of the gospel in 
our great cities. It is a marvelous fact 
that from 179 to 1880 in our country the 
population increased twelvefold; {in our 
citles eighty-sixfold. In the half century 
rpreceding 1880, the population in our cities 
increased four times as fast as the popu- 
lation of the villages and the country. 
But in a single decade from ’70 to ’80 the 
population in our cities intreased 40 per 
cent; and to-day about one-fourth of the 
entire population of the United States live 
in cities of Over 25,000 inhabitants—and a 
still more marvelous fact, the four great 
cities of our continent—Larger New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia and St. Louls—con- 
tain nearly one-tenth of the entire popu- 
lation of the United States. And what is 
taking place here is taking place the world 
over. sondon, Glasgow, Edinburgh, Berlin 
and throughout the old world cities grow, 


oftentimes a decreasing population in the 
}country at large. And I have no doubt 
;they will continue to grow, especially itn 
America. ‘“‘Everything grows in America,” 
as some one has well said, and concentra- 
tion is the order of the day. 

The tendency is to great and greater 
cities, and we cannot fail to look with 
some solicitude upon this drift of popula- 
tion, and jt ig not difficult to see that in 
the too rapid growth of cities, to say the 
least, society will become more and more 
complex and the problems more difficult 
to solve. Take now the immense growth 
of our great cities, our ra‘iroad centers, 
our vast mercantfle, commercial and agri- 
cultural interests, the rapid multiplication 
of men who live in or near the nolse and 
the whirr and the confusion of great cen- 
ters, and growing railroads and great 
wharves: take our mining centers, with 
their problems; our manufacturing centers, 
with all their conditions of life; the slums 
of our eities, reeking and wretched, 

Take us with the criminal life of the old 
world pouring upon us and the poverty of 
the old world turning to us, and we have a 
future that requires wise care. 

A few years ago the census of 10 of our 
largest cities that gave 9 per cent of our 
entire population, gave 2 per cent of the for- 
eign. ‘To-day those same _ cities would give 
probably not far from 25 per cent of all the 
foreign populat.on on this soll. By the 10th 
census our 53) principal cities had over 39 per 
cent of our German population and nearly 
46 per cent of the Irish. In our cities, too, 
there is every form of lack of faith, every 
form of false faith, of vice and brutality 
and darkness and cruelty, as well as the 
force of good congregating. 

The liquor power ‘is tremendous. Here, too, 
in our great cities, the nthilist and the so- 
clalist gather; here we meet the problem of 
classes, upiown and the slums, one race 
driving out another from localities. The 
political “‘boss,"’ too, has come to bea fact, 
the low elements rule; the alley dictates to 
the avenue; the trickster, the sycophant 
and the ruffian are in modern polities to be 
felt. There is the increase of enormous 

, the millionatre and the billionaire, 

yet the steady increase and tramp, 

tramp. of @ great army of paupers, ever on 
the increase. 

Then there is, too, a whirlpool of material. 
jem. Life hecomes sensuous and sensual 
Now with problems like these ‘n whieh our 
own city im interested, deeply tnterested: 
name'iy, with a lack of any faith in God and 
an utter neglect of his laws; with false 
faiths, with all ther corruption; with con- 
gested wealth and lack of -men..with the 
moral power to distribute; with Idgurious. 
ness that never gives a dollar for the spread 
of the Gospe!; with the saloon and fits untold 
evils, and political bosses whe are making

political capital out of the lowest 

of fe; with colossal pareey and ign ce 
with illiteracy; with ruffianism, athe'sm 
socialism: with a lack of homes and the 
crowding of localities where Satan ts never 
idle; I say into all this dark p-cture the 
Church of God must come with a bright p.c- 
ture and a bright outlook. It must go into 
the different quarters of the city with the 
Gospel and old the church where the 
people can come. 

It is this condition of things, dear friends 
that gives me stimulus an courage and 
hope in presenting to the business of this 
city, to the society of this city, and the 
brotherhood of Christ in this city, so far 
as I can reach it, and to you as a congrega- 
tion, the work of our Congregational City 
M‘ssionary Society. It has a right to be 
heard; to hear its voice to-day it a privi- 
lege, and it meang for us and our homes 
and for these workers in the field of God, 
the voice of God. 

We are not experiemnting. We are not 
presenting interests that come as a beggar 
to our doors. It means life to our city and 
health to all our interests as far as it can 
affect them.

Now, in order to please every 
one and to earn as many tips as possible, which is 
the test of success, one must exercise the utmost 
tact and patience.

And 
any mistakes of the cooks in the way of-small por- 
tions or cold coffee must be treated in the same spirit.

A tip should, 
of course, never be taken openly, unless, of course, 
the head waiter is in quite another part of the room. 
And if the tip be ridiculously small it should be taken, 
of course, but the miserly patron must be made to 
feel his position. But, on the other hand, there are 
often great surprises in the shape of a bank note, and 
such liberality should always be rewarded with one’s 
best smile and every evidence of pleased surprise.”

MISS DE WOLFE'S SHOE FAD. 
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(See illustration on opposite page.) 
ISS ELSIE DE WOLFE, who enjoys the unique 
distinction of occupying a position both in so- 
ciety and on the stage, is responsible for an 
entirely new fad—the collection of old shoes with in- 
teresting histories. 
Miss De Wolfe's collection embraces many very rare 


and curious specimens of ancient footgear. Perhaps 
the most interesting shoes are those which once 
adorned the feet of Marie Antoinette. They are of | 
brocaded satin, have large silk bows on the instep. | 
are cut low and have high heels. Marie Antoinette is 
said to have worn these shoes to the guillotine. They 
are represented in the accompanying pictures as No. 1 

Venetian patterns are shown in No. 2. These are the 
shoes of a Venetian nobleman of the sixteenth 
tury. The soles are almost as thick as the heels, and 
the leather is curiously stamped with flowers and 
other designs. A mass of fluffy silk covers the 
of the shoes, and there is an opening at the front of 
the uppers for the toes to stick out. 

A ladies’ slipper of the reign of Louis XV. is shown 
in illustration No, 3. They are made of the finest un 
dressed kid and are gray in color. Large silver 
buckles ornament the instep. Miss De Wolfe 
mired these shoes so much that she has had an exact 
copy made for het own use, and wears them in the 
play in which she is now appearing, “‘A Marriage of | 
Convenience.” | 

The Turkish shoes represented in No. 4 are still | 
worn by the faithful of the Ottoman Empire. They | 
are very large and are fantastically embroidered in 
gold and silver. The body of the shoes is red velvet 
and the soles are covered with brass nails. | 

The little shoes in another illustration were worn by 
children in the sixteenth century. For many years it | 
had been the custom of the hospitals at Ghent to dis- 
tribute shoes to children on days of general rejoicing. 
Thus it was that they came to be known as ‘God's 
hospital shoes.’" They are severely simple in con- 
struction and are made on the -principle of “Blucher”’ 
boots, 

The ‘‘mules’’ shown in illustration No. 6 once be- 
longed to the French King Louis XV. The body 
made of the finest white canvas, embroidered with 
red and green leaves in silk. The toes are tipped with 
silver.
